diate necessity and extreme urgency,” 
because “‘it is time for this country to 
Stop playing into Hitler’s hands and to 
unshackle our own.” 

This is the most forceful expression 
the President has yet used as to rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Germany. It implies further steps to- 
ward freeing the republic from the self- 
imposed prohibitions of the Neutrality 
Act, because these prohibitions play 
into Hitler’s hands and prevent the | 
United States carrying through the de- 
fence policy approved by Congress. 

That such further steps also will be 
taken there cannot be much doubt, even 
among the isolationists. For while 
these have been demanding that the | 
United States maintain an attitude of 
aloofness from the realities of the world 
situation, Herr Hitler has been demons- 
trating that aloofness means nothing 
less than abject surrender of all rights 
at sea. . 

This demonstration has been so 
plain that in the course of eighteen 
months Congress and the public have 
swung three-quarters of the way from 
neutrality to participation in the war. 
The plea that Nazism is not a menace | 
to the United States no longer convinces 
anyone else, if it even convinces those 
who repeat the sophistry in face of self- 
evident facts. There is not the remot- | 
est chance that the country will stay off 
the sea because Hitler has told it to, or 
that it will stop aiding his enemies and 
let him destroy the last of its friends. 

The Neutrality Act will go, in so far 
as it ties the hands of Washington in 
enforcing the doctrine of freedom of the 
seas. The only question is whether it 
will go piecemeal or by a summary dele- 
tion of all the shackling clauses.

Prairies Getting Relatively Small 
Share of War Work: 
Slot Machines 
By B. T, RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA.—The prairie economy still 
remains the orphan of the war and is get- 
ting only about one per cent of the orders 
issued by the department of munifions 
and supply, which does ail Canada’s buy- 
ing for the war. 

Contracts placed by the department for 
the week ending August 19 last amounted 
to $22,861,394. The prairie share was 
$260,912, about 1.2 per cent. A month 
later, in the week ending September 16, 
the department spent $40,859,042, of which 
$227,083 was spent in the prairie prov- 
inces, This was about half of one per cent. 
But the week's total contained a contract 
for nearly $20,000,000 for a dockyard in 
Vancouver, so the actual] total of relatively 
small orders representing the steady daily 
buying for the war effort was only 
$20,000,000 and the prairie share was 
roughly one per cent. 

In the week ending September 23, the 
department spent $7,485,895, of which 
$11,077 was spent on the prairies, or about 
one-sixth of one per cent. In these three 
weeks, taken as a sample of current dis- 
tribution of Canada’s defence expendi- 
tures, the department spent $51,000,000 on 
relatively small orders and less than 
$500,000 was spent in the prairie prov- 
inces, 

Lop-sided distribution of war expen- 
ditures will create dangerous economic 
distortions in the Canadian economy, the 
dangers of which have been pointed out 
and efforts to remedy which have been 
promised. But this analysis of recent 
figures shows that no substantial change 
has come about, that the prairie economy 
is still the orphan of the war effort.

the opinion that “the farmer in Canada 
can go all-out in the production of pork, 
cheese, eggs, butter and beef, with no 
danger of creating a surplus.” 
As I understand the position, United 
States agricultural contributions to the 
common cause in valiant Britain (on 


lease-lend or any other basis) specifically 
excludes wheat cargoes? 
At any rate I hope that this is the case, 


because it certainly is deplorable to see 
the market price for the breadgrain hold- 
ing grim life to the cellar floor—namely, 
50 cents to the folks who grow it—while, 
for some reasons beyond this reader's 
technical understanding, the United States 
wheat farmer wins around $1.10 for his 
bushel, Are there not so-called “wheat 


surpluses” in both countries? 


The explanation for this amazing cone 
trast may come one of these days, when 
the respective governments arrive at con- 
crete arrangements in connection with the 
proposed “World Food Pool,” in which, of 


course, the major bread cereal will play a 
central role? 

It is greatly to be desired, in this 
reader's view, that something in the nature 
of the “parity price” principle, being 
injected into the rural-urban market 
relationships in the United States, be 
devised in the dominion, It certainly 


would steady Jack Canuck’s war effort, 
along the food front? 

All signs point to the improbability of 
a recurrence of the last war's $2.20 wheat 
prices; but surely there is a wide gulf 
between those levels and today’s rather 
miserable price-tag? I would like to see 
the matter realistically faced and dealt 


with on the basis of a fair deal to the 
people at both ends of that vital wheate 
stream 

As I have said on another occasion, in 
Writing to the Bulletin, a stabilized and 
fairly prosperous agriculture would yield 
fine social and economie dividends during 


the struggle, and (almost as important) in 
the immediate post-war years.
